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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claim 14 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claim 14 is directed to a method for 
making the disclosed gas sensor. The gas sensor of independent claim 8 could be made by a 
method comprising different steps or a different sequence of steps, and including different 
component materials in its manufacture. For example, the method of making the gas sensor in 
claim 14 involves the step of gelling silica fine powder. Whereas the gas sensor as recited in 
claim 8 does not specifically require the incorporation of silica fine powder or silica gel. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 14 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 14 directed 
to a withdrawn, non-elected invention.
